It  la  located  in  the 
valley  of  the  Rio  Cbublaca,  Just  above  the 
Junction  with  the  Rio  Sacramento,  having 
picturesque  site  being  enclosed  on  three 
sldea  by  mountains,  while  from  the  north 
the  valley  ofthe  Rlo8acramento  makes  out. 
The  Rio  Cbnhlsca,  like  moat  of  the  rivera 
ef  this  country,  ia  a  mere  stream  acarcely 
doing  honor  to  the  name  of  creek  during 
the  dry  aeaaon.  hut  Is  swollen  to  qnite  a 
formidable  river  daring  the  wet  aeaaon. 
This  Is  the  only  elty  of  Importance  within 
a  radlua  of  many  mllea  and  enjoj-f  a  am  art 
trade  aa  a  diminution  point  for  tbe  numer- 
ous mines  and  ranches  In  the  vicinity.

SCITUATE  AGAIN  VISITED 
.  BY  BURGLARS, 


Four  Places  Entered. 

On  Thursday  morning  it  was  found 
that  burglars  had  again  paid  a  visit  to 
Scituate,  but  were  not  very  successful. 
Four  places  were  entered,  the  •  Post 
Office,  Library  building,  Colman  & 
Prouty's  mill,  and  the  hardware  store 
of  E.  P.  Welch  &  Son. 

thought  by  some  that  they  en- 
tered the  library  building  thinking  it. 
was  the  Post  Office.  They  made  their 
entrance  here  at  a  window  on  the 
south  end  into  the  lower  hall  and  tried 
to  open  the  library  room  door  but 
failing  in  this  they  next  pried  open  a 
front  window  and  entered  but  disturb- 
ed nothing. 

At  the  Post  Office  entrance  was 
made  through  a  back  window  by  the 
breaking  of  a  fastener.  An  effort  was 
made  at  one  of  the  windows  on  the 
south  side.  Only  a  few  coppers  were 
found  here. 
They  tried  every  window  at  Colman 
Prouty's  mill  and  at  last  smashed 
.„  a  whrjle  sash  on  the  south'  side. 
Here  they  blew  open  the  safe  but 
did  not  find  as  much  money  as  Mr.  C. 
did  when  he  unlocked  the  mill  the 
next  morning,  as  he  was  fortunate  in 
finding  three  dimes  under  the  window 
where  they  entered."  The  clock  stop- 
ped at  12.40,  which  was  the  time  of 
the  explosion,  doubtless.  . 

At  E.  P.  Welch  &  Son's  they  en- 
tered at  a  back  window,  broke  the 
bolt  on  the  inside  door  and  blew  open 
the  safe.  Apparently  they  helped 
themselves  to  crowbars,  chisels, 
wrenches,  &c,  to  assist  them  in  this 
work,  as  these  tools  were  found  scat- 
tered around.  They  took  an  iron  box 
from  the  safe,  which  contained  about 
$140  In  cash,  $60  In  checks  and  other 
valuable  papers.  The  box  with  con- 
tents, excepting  cash,  was  afterward 
lound  back  of  Mr.  Frank  Pierce's  barn, 
by  two  little  boys. 

Whether  this  gang  Is  the  same  one 
that  visited  us  last  fall  or  not,  is  not 
known,  but  it  Is  generally  believed 
that  they  are  not  the  same,  but  are 
professionals  with  an  accomplice  in 
town. 

We  hear  of  nothing  being  done  to 
try  and  catch  the  thieves. 

At  eleven  o'clock,  the  same  night, 
Mr.  E.  H.  Bonney  saw  a  man  in  the 
lane  near  his  house,  who  vanished  very 
quickly  as  Mr.  B.  opened  the  door.

they  appeared  to  me.  The  city  la  composed 
»  holly  of  adobe  houses  hniit  on  the  Span- 
ish plan  of  a  hollow  square  or  an  open 
Tha  stranger  from  the  north  re- 
ceives his  first  Introduction  to  the  city  In 
the  early  evening  which  Is  a  favorable  time 
aa  he  meets  with  a  well  lit  eitywlth  Its  street, 
ig  wi  tb  life,  or  If  he  ahoold  chance  to 
on  one  of  their  beautiful  moonlight 
nights  be  ts  more  fortunate).  Its  streets 
are  amply  wide  although  they  can  scarcely 
be  called  wide  especially  If  compared  with 
the  etreeta  of  our  western  cities.  They  ap- 
pear amply  wide  and  tn  good  proportion, 
owing  to  the  honsea  being  hut  one  story 
high  with  a  few  exceptions  of  two  story 
hnildlngs.  The  architecture  of  these  build- 
ings ia  generally  of  the  simplest  nature  con- 
sisting of  plain  vertical  walls  neatly  dressed 
with  a  coat  of  stucco. 

Tbe  roof  la  made  lat  and  the  water  la  led 
off  hy  numerous  spouts  extending  from 
the  face  wall  one  or  two  feet  into  the 
street  which  give*  each  block  som  e thing 
ot  the  appearance  ef  a  fort  with 
run  out  ready  for  action  and  proves  quits 
effectual  to  tbe  pedestrians  during  a  heavy 
shower  al  the  range  ia  generally  about 
right  to  strike  him  In  the  back  of  the  neck. 
Another  feature  of  tha  huUdiugs  whieh  is 
especially  noticeable  to  tbe  stranger 
Iron  gratings  around  each'  window,  which 
caused  me  Innocently  to  ask  of  the  driver 
the  Jail  referring  to  one  of  their 
icea.  This  la  dons  I  s 
prevent  petty  thieving  which  without  this 
prevention  would  be  easily  accomplished, 
the  houses  are  huilt  on  the  line  of  the 
atreet  and  the  wiudewi  are  low. 
most  Imposing  structure  and  crowning  fea- 
ture ot  the  city  Is  it*  grand  cathedral.  The 
history  of  this  structure  seems  to  be  some- 
what obscure  aa  the  statements  of  different 
parties,  supposed  to  be  reliable,  conflict. 
The  most  reilshle  source  gives  1717 

of  commencement  and  17@0  as  the 
date  ot  completion,  making  79  years  In  the 
course  of  construction.  Tbe  dates  b< 
that  appear  npon  the  building  are  1733  and 
1741,  hut  aa  to  what  they  mean  " 
able  to  find  out  It  la  built  of  a  soft  mag- 
nesia limestone  which  absorbs  water  to 
such  an  extent  that  it  easily  crumhli 

easy  prey  to  frost  Tula  hlds 
fair  to  work  destruction  to  lis  beauty  if 
lu  stability,  for  this  locality  is  sub- 
ject to  quite  heavy  frosts  during  several  of 
.the  winter  months.  Already  several  Urge 
pieces  have  broken  off  and  In  falling  have 
di'figured  several  Images  carved  from  the 
rail,  representing  Christ  and  tbe  twelve 
1  post! e*.  A  fine  clock  of  a  late  pattern 
now  ukra  the  place  Of  the  old 
that  stands  In  the  north  comer  of  tba  yard. 
It  has  an  Illuminated  dial  and  strikes  the 
quarter  honr  a  bell  on  a  low  key  while  tbe 
hour  Is  told  by  a  bell  of  a  higher  key.  The 
stones  for  1U  construction  were  brought 
Into  the  city  00  the  backs  of  burrows  and  It 
Is  said  they  were  raised  hy  means  of  an  in- 
clined plane.  ThU  pUne  was  formed  hy 
drawing  dirt  against  the  walls  and  slop- 
ing it  off  at  such  an  angle  as  tha  burrows 
were  able  to  eUmb  witb  their  load. 

After  the  structure  was  completed  the 
dirt  waa  removed  which  according  to  ear- 
rent  rumors  took  them  three  year*,  ThU 
acconut  I*  no  donht  to  a  certain  extent 

hut  It  le  hardly  probable  that  the  ma- 
terial for  the  upper  portions  was  raised 
er.  and  as  to  the  steeples  that 
qnlte  Improbable.  The  expense  for  raising 
this  structure  was  met  by  a  special  tax  lev- 
led  on  tbe  mines  of  this  vicinity,  which 
according  to  various  rumors  amounted 
from*700,000  to  *  1,500,000.  A  chandelier 
solid  silver  hangs  lu  front  of  the  altar, 
which  I  am  told  coat  $30,000.  The  plaza  U 
the  next  Important  polat  of  Interest,  The 
ptaxa  or  public  square  U  found  In  every 
Mexican  city  of  Importance  and  is  a  favored 
resort  In  tbe  early  part  of  the  evening 
the  strangers  as  well  aa  the  cltliens. 
beautiful  bronze  fountain  fed  by  a  moi 
tain  stream  stands  In  tb*  centre  and  sei 
forth  several  cool  refreshing  JeU  of  water 
and  Is  the  puhlie  fountain  to  which  tbe  peo- 
ple come  witb  their  Jar*  for  It  The  princi- 
pal strecU  are  swept  and  sprinkled  every 
merning  by  the  convloU  from  the  Jail,  who 
work  under  a  police  guard  of  about  one 
policeman  to  every  two  or  three  prisoners. 
In  this  way-  the  streets  are  kept  clean  and 
In  general  the  city  has  a  neat  and  tidy  ap- 
pearance. Tb*  police  force  U  a  strong 
efficient  body  who  aim  to  keep  order  and 
mean  business.  They  all  carry  a  carbine 
and  do  not  hesitate  to  use  It  If 
demands.  During  the  night  a  pollcemai 
stationed  at  every  atreet  crossing  and 
the  hours  ring  out  from  tbc  clock  In  the 
Cntbadral  aach  ons  responds  with  a  whis- 
tle which  enables  tha  chief  to  know  wheth- 
er eacb  man  la  at  his  post  or  not.  What- 
ever may  be  said  of  the  management  of 
those  Moxicau  cities  It  must  be  admitted 
Mint  Urn  order  Is  perfect  at  all  hours  of  the 
day  and  night  Dead  bcaU  arc  not  apt  to 
fare  very  well  here,  which  they  soon  find 
out  aud  beat  a  hasty  retreat  Soon  after 
the  railroad  was  opened  to  this  point  a 


large  number  of  thU  class  from  tbe  Slates 
fennd  their  way  here  thinking  perhaps 
tbat  they  had  fonuil  1  ucw  Bold  and  a  boun- 
tiful harvest  hut  Ihe  police  soon  gather  -d 
them  np  and  the  authorities  politely  In- 
formed tbem  tbnt  the  train  was  waiting  at 
the  depot  for  tbeta.  The  clly  U  filled  with 
Americans  ef  all  classes  from  the  iurslid 
In  search  of  a  genial  climate  to  tbe  cnp'iut- 
ist  in  search  of  a  paying  investment,  tncln- 
Slng  the  commercial  traveller  and  typlcst 
railroad  "old  chew." 

Many  of  my  readers  may  be  agreeably 
lurprised  to  learn  that  Mexico  has  a  fine, 
lystem  of  well  graded  public  schoots  sup- 
ported  hy  the  states  even  to  the  supplying 
of  all  text  booka.wrfting  material,  etc  The 
school  Uws  are  compulsory  requiring  every 
chtld  to  attend  school  until  n  certain  sUnT 
dardofprofieiency  lias  been  attained,  rrA 
gardlee*  of  age  and  U  freed  from  lhts  law 
only  hy  a' certificate  from  the  proper  au- 
thorities.   After  this  standard  has  been 
reached  the  pupil  may  continue  In  the  high- 
er grades  if  he  wishes  when  a  scientific 
classical  education  may  be  received.  This 
system  baa  been  extended  to  the  country 
and  I  am  Informed  that  every  raucbe  of  any 
Importance  U  uow  ohtiged  to  snpport  a  pub- 
He  school;  The  Mexican  people  are  very 
gentlemanly  and  polite,  and  receive  the 
Stranger  In  a  most  cordial  manner.    I  may 
here  that  I  am  much  tudabted"  for 
most  of  my  Information  to  Mayor  Zabinao, 
present  mayor  of  this  city  v.  ho  is  a  very 
pleasant  and  agreeable  gentleman,  and  re- 
ceives all  straneers  In  a  free  and  open 
A  good  degree  of  high  culture 
and  refinement  U  found  in  this  city  nndin 
the  art  of  music,  the  Mexican  peopte.muM 
certaiuly  be  recognized.  The  sounds  of  the 
piano  from  the  hand  of  an  artist  often  ac- 
companied hy  a  sweet  melodious  voice  Is 
not  an  unknown  thing  tn  this  citi.  A 
Mexicau  dance  U  a  point  of  interest  to  the 
stranger  both  fn  respect  to  tbe  class  of 
Lhe  grace  of  the  .dancer.  Tbe 
eastern  method  of  bavluc  a  man  stand  on 
raised  platform  and  shouting  with  ati  bla 
strength  "eight  hands  around"  "alt  wait, 
etc."  is  unknown  here.   The  musts  pU.va 
iw  strains  whieh  U  the  sign  that  tbe 
dance  U  to  commence  and  each  gentteman 
selects  bis  partner  and  teads  her  to  tbe  floor, 
hen  the  music  commences  the  dance  cotn- 
and  they  all  move  In  harmony  with 
lie  A  curious  custom  exists  in  these 
socUhles  which  may  bear  mentioning.

some  iusano  jugglery  practice.  Ii 
uo  joke  to  walk  calmly  about  during 
these  utanouvers ;  thoro  was  a  tolorahlo 
chance  of  a  stray  shot  with  one  of  those 
bails  of  concentrated  indigestion.  Fa* 
tal  orrcr  to  try  and  dodge  them.  Sure 
to  be  hit.  Keep  your  course,  and  tho 
pitchors  and  tossers  allow  for* you  and 
a  rational  amount  of  headway.  Bui 
of  course  they  can  not  allow  for  eccen- 
tric dodging.  There  is  much  demon  ted 
shouting,  and  n  aoemingly  absurd 
amount  of  haud-sbaking.  This  h 
to  mislead  the  stranger.

Tho  arms  are  out- 
spread, pnrtly  fur  .balance,  partly  tc 
ward  off  colliders.  Every  scale  in  the 
woigh-house  is  pntoted  some  disting- 
uishing or  arrangement  ai  colors, "and 
each  set  of  porters  have  painted  hats 
nnd  hadges  of  Tbo  corresponding  tint 
and  ns  I  here  are  many  scales,  so  does 
it  como  to  pass  that  the  whole  scone 
looks  like  n  wild  revel  of  all  the 
positive  and  crude  colors  out  ol  tho  rain- 
bow. The  barrow  is  slung  across  the 
shoolders  by  straps,  and  as  they  do 
touch  their  hands  to  it  to  steady 
the  slightest  coocu'ssion  is  enongh  to 
hring  down  the  slippery  pyramid  wftb 

lw  a  small  nnd  heedless  boy 
mnnago  to  run  fnll  tilt  ngainst  a  pair  of 
these  carriers,  and  cvory.goidcn  sphei 
of  bounding  cbceso  went  flying  to  tl 
four  winds.  Tho  unhappy  urchin  was 
not  cuffed  nor  even  vilified,  nor  did 
they  fpeak  nn  kindly  of  his  parents  ;

fusal  to  pay  3  1-2  cents  a  quart  for 
March  milk.  The  night  before  7G1 
cant  hnd  I  eon  withheld  along  tho  line 
of  the  Erie  rond,  somo  of  it  having  been 
sent  io  creamories  to  be  worked  up  into 
hutter.  Bot  wheo  it  became  known 
that  tho  creamery  men  took  the  skimmed 
milk*,  mixed  It  with  good  milk,  and  sent 
it  on  to  meet  the  doficioocy,  the  wrath 
of  tho  meeting  knew  no  bounds.  Some 
farmers  hod  even  thrown  their  milk 
nwoy.  To  help  those  who  hosilatod,  ft 
was  proposed  to  appoint  "spilling  com- 
mittees," and  tho  shouts  thot  greeted  tho 
idea  showed  that  there  will  be  do  cry- 
log  over  spilt  milk  if  the  ground  absorbs 
all  that  Oronge  county  can  produce  for 
days  to  come.  Tho  movement  is  ex- 
tending to  other  counties,  and  if  an  ad- 
justment of  the  difficulty  is  not  immcdi- 
ntely  reached  tho  Now  York  hnhy  will

(A  unique  agricultural  experiment, 
says  the  London  Times,  is  being  con- 
ducted on  Surrey  Hills.  About  seven 
mile*  from  Dorking,  seven  miles  from 
Leathcrhead,  and  the  «mo  dktaoce 
from  Gnildtord,  has  bee's  started  a  goal 
dairy  farm,  devoted  exclusively  to  the 
supply  ot  goat's  milk  in  large  quantity, 
with  subsidiary  products  of  goal's  milk, 
bnttcr  and  cheese,  kid  skins  for  the 
glovemaker  and  ibe  bootmaker.  Lately 
visaing  the  farm  in  question,  we  found 
a  herd  of  120  milch  goats,  which  i: 
being  increased  lo  a  proposed  stock  ol 
300.  A  couple  of  spacious,  airy, 
ventilated  barns,  wilh  asphalted  floors 
and  fitted  wilb  contionons  feeding 
troughs  and  racks  round  all  sides,  form 
comfortable  quarters  for  the  flock  at 
nigbt.  Here  the  goats  eat  their  allow* 
ance  of  bay  and  their  feeds  of  cake  and 
corn,  having  arrets  always  to  Inmps  of 
rock  salt.  They  lie  npon  clean  bed- 
ding of  straw,  which  is  kept  dry  aad 
dean  with  serupnlons  care  ;  and  there 
is  no  trace  at  all  ot  the  unsavory  odor 
popularly  attributed  to  goats.-  In  lact, 
it  is  only  Ihc  male  goat  which  is  ever 
offensive  in  this  way ;  and  the  two  kept 
at  the  farm  are  tethered  or  housed,  in 
places  by  themselves.  The  goats, 
young  and  old,  appear  clean  and  per- 
fectly healthy :  their  bright,  hairy  coats 
are  subjected  lo  curry-crmbiog ;  no 
tronhlesome  foot  disease  demands  atten- 
tion as  in  the  case  of  sheep,  and  any 
internal  ailments  are  promptly  and  suc- 
cessfully' dealt  with  by  homirrpstbic 
medicines,  of  which  the  manager,  Mr. 
Farrcr.  speaks  wilh  the  greatest  confi- 
dence and  satisfaction.  In  these 
houses  the  goats  are  milked  twice 
daily,  and  three  limes  a  day  for  a  peri- 
od alter  kidding.  The  goal  does  not 
"  set  her  foot"  to  be  milked  from  one 
side  like  n  cow,  bnt  she  is  fastened  hy 
a  leather  collar  around  her  neck  attach- 
ed to  a  chain,  the  milkman,  with  bis 
head  resting  npon  her  tail,  drawing  her 
full,  two-tealcd  udder  from  behind. 

Rev.  O.  H.  Pnrkhurst  of  the  Madi- 
son Square  Presbyterian  chnrch  nt 
Xtw  York  devotes  bis  evening  service 
largely  to  music  and  has  tbe  anthems, 
hymns  and  glorias  distributed  upon 
sheets  through  the  congregation,  to 
give  the  people  as  large  n  share  in  the 
worship  as  possible!

His  lull 
nttmo  tv as  Ropo  Autoine  Fcrcbault, 
Sciguour  do  Reaumur,  dot  Anglos  ct  do 
In  Uormondicre.  Like  many  illustrious 
Krouchruon  lio  u  nattvo  of  La  Ro- 
ohfJlc, — a  lowu  often  mentioned  in 
tho  early  hl.»torjr  of  oar  own  couutry. 
Reaumur  studied  taw,  mathematics  and 
natural  history.  In  1703  ho  wont  to 
Pi»ris,  where  lib  wns  admitted  lo  ti  e 
Acudcmyof  Scioucos  iu  1 70S.  Tho 
memoirs  ol  the  ncadomy  coutnlu  many 
essays  hy  Reaumur,  who  bnd  a  uracil- 
cul  turn  of  miud,  and  iuvestljrnlcd  wilh 
cnnsiderublo  success  the  art  of  making 
slccl,  o(  smelting  cast-iroa,  of  making 
ncn-  kiuds  of  |)orcelaiu,  and  of  buililiag 
improved  carriages.
